In plain langunge that the resolution as
adapted by the Benate, eatled simply
upon the Governor und Attorney Gin-
oral for Information in regard to the
sotion of cortaln ralivonds, aud whother
they hid not violated thele ehartered
franehilses by tlnmmnllﬂr{ exorbitant
ristes of frolght on conl transported
over Lthele respectivo roads.
The Governor aud Attorney General
had very promptly nnswered the o
gquiry, and thelr respective messages
had  been referred o the Judiciaey
Committon of the Senate, The question
of the miners who might hisve refased
1O work on certuin terms dlotated to
them by their employers, had nothing
to do with the real question before
them § o wrong committed by oue par-
ty would not Justify the committal of
wnother wrong by another parly.

Mr. 1L then gave o histdreieal ontline
of tho respective ehinreters under which
some fifteon or twenty different rail-
roitls wera brought intn existence,most
of them now operated  ander varioos
Lurge corporations and QHTersnt names,
From the facts ]1r.l---ntn-xl it was plulu
that o number of these ronds have vio-
lated the plaloest provisions of the
charters under whivh they are oporating
to.day. Another bold charge was also
mndde nnd sustained by evidence, that
these vallroads have defranded the State
out of thousunds of dollars snnually by
making fulse returns to the Awditor
General of their nel profits upon which
wn annunl tix 18 nagsssed, The remarks
of Mr, Broackway were plain, and ot
times ologuent and very damogiog (o
the railrond companies, who, from his
standpoint, wore placed fn a precarious
sltuation IF the Attoraey General should
provecd against them,

Mr. Laumberton, of (his city, opened
the case on behalfl of tho railvotd vom.
panies, and justified their conduct by
the frequent strikes inavgorated nnd
continued by the Miners' Associntion,
without attempting to arguo the real
question presented to the committes,

My, Gowon, President of the Roading
ruflrond compuany, spoke for nearly two
liours, eloquentiy, in bhehnlf of the cor-
poration he represonts,  He attempted
to nngwer the damoging allegation of
Mr, Brockway, ns regards the violation
of the charters of some of the raliroads
mentioned, and malntained that the
Reading railrond, having boen char-
tereld prior 1o the year 1834, at which
timoe the amendments to the Constitu-
tion were adopted, was not subject to
it, and that the company was not Himit.
ad to any stipulated sum to be chirged
ns freight transported in their ownoears
but he ndmittod that the company eould
churge but four cents and n fraction per
mile on eonl stfpped 1o indiviidual ears
over this rond.”

Ing very bashful and his aclions exs
tremely mechanieal, he is utterly help-
less ln govioty. And this deficiency In
his socTal training finally doomws him
an unwilling exile !uhlluh?lurhoull.

A cortain Mr, B, is living a retived
life. Buing quite soclable, moral, and
A very consistent member of the chiurel
bheis s man of some very good parls,
Aud yet the old gentleman is deficlent
In one very important mattor, and that
is intelligence. Not belog able to read
